Body found 
11 years later 


INVESTIGATION 

How Delores 
Dawn Brower 
died not known

Eleven years after Delores 
Dawn Brower was last seen 
hitching a ride on 118 Avenue 
in Edmonton, RCMP confirmed 
Tuesday that the remains found 
south of the city are hers. 

Edmonton’s medical exam¬ 
iner was able to identify the 
33-year-old Edmonton woman, 
who worked in the city’s sex 
trade when she disappeared, 
through dental records. The 
examiner has been unable to 
determine Brower’s cause of 
death, but tests are ongoing. 

On April 19, a property 


owner found parts of Brower’s 
skull just east of Leduc, near 
Rollyview, prompting police to 
launch an investigation. 

It is third time human re¬ 
mains have been discovered 
in an eight kilometre radius 
of one another. The skeletal 
remains of Katie Sylvia 
Ballantyne, also an 
Edmonton sex-trade 
worker, were discov¬ 
ered in July 2003, and, 
in 2012, the remains 
of 20-year-old Amber 
Tuccarro were also 
found. 

Insp. Stacey Talbot 
said the RCMP is inves¬ 
tigating the possibility 
the area could be a “dumping 
ground” for bodies. 

Described as Metis, Brower 
was known on the street as 
Spider and had been canvassed 
by the RCMP’s Project Rare, a 
provincial task force formed in 
2003 to investigate missing or

murdered sex-workers. Mem¬ 
bers of the project asked Brow¬ 
er to join its high-risk person 
registry in downtown Edmon¬ 
ton before her disappearance 
and were the last to see Brower 
before she went missing. 

The RCMP Historical Homi¬ 
cide Unit is now lead¬ 
ing the investigation, 
with support from 
Project Rare and Ed¬ 
monton police. 

Brower’s family, 
who asked for pri¬ 
vacy Tuesday, released 
a statement urging 
people to contact 
police if they had in¬ 
formation about the 
homicide. 

“We loved Delores and are 
grateful to have some closure. 
While we are grieving with 
some sense of relief, we know 
there are many families who 
have yet to find the answers 
they are seeking.”

Several months ago I reported on a 
unique drug, Neo40, which has now 
been approved by Health Canada. To 
find out more about Neo40, now available 
in health food stores, I interviewed Dr. 
Nathan Bryan, Professor of Molecular 
Medicine at the University of Texas 
Health Center in Houston and creator 
of the formula. 

G-J: What is Neo40? 

NB: Neo40 is a lozenge that contains 
L-Citrulline, an amino acid derived 
from protein, vitamin C, beet root and 
hawthorn, a potent combination that 
produces nitric oxide. Early in life our 
bodies manufacture large amounts of nitric 
oxide (NO). After age 40 production 
of NO decreases. This sets the stage 
for hypertension, 
kidney dysfunction, 
diabetes, heart 
attack or stroke, 
just to name a few 
major illnesses. It’s 
called the “miracle 
molecule” because 
it helps so many 
diverse problems. 

G-J: Is there science behind its claims? 
NB: The discovery of NO resulted in 
a Nobel Prize for three U.S. scientists and 
now over 130,000 scientific papers 
about this molecule have been published 
in medical literature. NO is produced 
in the inner lining of all blood vessels. 
Lay a single layer of these cells on a flat 
surface and it would occupy a soccer 


field . The cells cause arteries to relax, 
thus lowering blood pressure. But with 
insufficient NO, arteries constrict, 
resulting in hypertension, bringing 
increased pressure in the heart and 
other organs. 

G-J: There must be more to NO than 
the dilation of blood vessels? 

NB: Experiments show that NO 
prevents blood platelets from sticking 
together, decreases plaque formation 
and chronic inflammation in arteries, 
all factors that increase the risk of heart 
attack. Other research shows NO lowers 
triglycerides, bad cholesterol, and 
raises good cholesterol, and it prevents 
bone destruction from osteoclasts. 

G-J: Can NO help the epidemic of 
type 2 diabetes? 

NB: High blood sugar destroys the 
circulatory system and 50 percent of 
diabetes patients die of heart attack. 
Diabetes causes insulin resistance 
which makes it hard for glucose to 
enter cells. Raising NO levels 
helps to control these problems and 
also decreases the risk of diabetic 
ulcers and gangrene of the legs by 
improving blood flow. 

G-J: Does NO help other conditions? 
NB: Many people suffer from glaucoma, 
increased pressure in the eye. This is 
caused by a clogged trabecular mesh- 
work that drains fluid from the eye. 
Hungarian researchers report that NO 
may benefit this problem. 

NB: 27 million Americans also suffer 
from asthma and its inflamed, constricted, 


mucous-clogged airways. Experts 
say it’s due to pollution, allergies and 
stress. Now research at Hammersmith 
Hospital in London, England, reports 
that NO helps to maintain a biochemical 
balance in air passages and that it could 
be helpful in treating inflamed airways. 
Another Dutch study reports that NO 
can calm nerves in tightened airways 
and relax muscles. 

G-J: Can patients increase the production 
of NO by natural means? 

NB: The big problem is that obesity 
decreases NO and 50 percent of the 
population is overweight, so for them 
it’s difficult to increase NO by dietary 
measures. Exercise can also boost NO 
levels, but people with endothelial 
dysfunction don’t produce the same 
amount of NO during exercise as 
healthy people. We know that weight- 
loss surgery can boost NO by as much 
as 40 percent. But this is a radical and 
risky way to lose weight. 


G-J: Are foods helpful? 

NB: Leafy green vegetables such as 
Kale, Swiss Chard, Arugula, Spinach, 
Chicory, Wild Radish and Bok Choy are 
all high sources of bioactive NO. Dark 
chocolate and wine also increase NO. 

G-J: What about the use of 
supplements? 

NB: Neo40 is the only answer if people 
refuse to change their lifestyle. This 
is one lozenge that must be dissolved 
slowly in the mouth twice a day until 
NO increases and then used once a day. 
Neo40 is supplied with a quick saliva 
test to determine the current level of 
nitric oxide. 

G-J: Dr. Bryan, it’s been a pleasure to 
learn of your work at the Institute of 
Molecular Medicine. I’ll consider your 
advice about Bok Choy. But it will be 
difficult to say no to one of your Texas 
steaks!

taurants and stores to justify 
staying open? 

“It’s just the norm — it’s how 
it’s been for the non-chains on 
Jasper Avenue,” said Janis Ber¬ 
nal, general manager of Blvd, 


on the comer of 108 Street and 
Jasper. “Earls, Cactus Club — 
they can afford to do it. But we 
can’t be competing with these 
larger chains.” 

Bernal said the restaurant 


was paying more in labour costs 
when it first opened and had 
service starting at 2 p.m. on the 
weekends, but it just wasn’t “get¬ 
ting enough foot traffic” to pay 
those costs. 


Still, Blvd is launching brunch 
service soon, to appeal to the 
weekend crowd. 

For now, it’s a waiting game. 

“We should be veiy excited 
that downtown is becoming a 
foodie type of place,” said Down¬ 
town Business Association direc¬ 
tor Jim Taylor, adding that 2.4 
million people are expected to 
come downtown each year to 
visit Rogers Place arena alone. “I 
think we just need to be patient 
for that extra year and a half or so 
until those extra venues open up 
and we have all of those people 
on the street.” 

Murray Davison of the Old 
Strathcona Business Association 
said Whyte Avenue went through 
similar trials, and that it takes 
time to build up a repertoire of 
diversity in services. 

“You need that balance of res¬ 
taurants, later entertainment and 
the right kind of retail,” he said. 
“Once you have that, (develop¬ 
ment) just keeps flowing.”

Mayor Don Iveson said resi¬ 
dents should know that smok¬ 
ing e-cigarettes doesn't make 
them exempt from the rules. 

"This allows us to send a 
clear signal that there is no 
vaping on the LRT, no vaping 
in the library," he said.

Canadian soccer stars get

Larger class sizes, fewer edu¬ 
cation supports and reduced 
student services are just some 
of the predictions Edmonton’s 
public school superintendent 
made Tuesday after the district 
released its updated budget. 

Nearly a month after the gov¬ 
ernment dropped its spring aus¬ 
terity budget, the city’s public 
school trustees approved their 
own modified budget to accom¬ 
modate for provincial rollbacks. 

Supt. Darrel Robertson said 
the district would start the up¬ 
coming school year missing 
$15.3 million, after the province 
didn’t increase funding to meet 
projected student enrolment. 

With a three per cent en¬ 
rolment increase, the district 
will have to find extra dollars 
to fund what will likely be 100 
new classrooms. 

“As a district, we will have 
less money for students and 
our costs — our expense side 
of the equation — will go up,” 
said Robertson. “It will put more 
pressure on school budgets and 
they will have to contemplate 
how it is they are going to pro¬ 
gram for kids (and) what their 
class sizes will look like.” 

While the district maintains 
about $35 million in operational 
reserves, Robertson said the dis¬ 
trict plans on using the extra 
dollars to save programs that 
would otherwise be cut, but 
will need to lobby the educa¬ 
tion minister for approval first.

Edmonton will soon be the 
former City of Champions, 
as councillors voted Tuesday 
to strip the slogan from the 
city’s entrance signs. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
the city was moving into the 
“post-tag line era,” after coun¬ 
cil voted 7-5 to remove “City of 
Champions” from the current 
signs as well as to begin the 
process of replacing the city’s 
entrance signs altogether. 

Coun. Michael Oshry, who 


pushed for the change, said 
it’s time to get something new 
on the signs. 

“Civic pride is great, and I 
have great pride for Edmon¬ 
ton, but Edmonton is not the 
only city with champions,” he 
said. “It’s just time to move 
on and looking at the city 
from a bigger more holistic 
approach.” 

Coun. Dave Lolcen said 
council was wasting time 
and money on a malce-worlc 
project. 

“There is no public outcry 
to do this. The public is not 
saying we should change these 
signs,” he said. 

He also rejected the notion 
that the slogan was somehow 
out of date or cliche. 

“We are a city of many 
champions: we are a city of 
champions in industry and 
sport and we have great com¬ 
munity leaders,” he said. “That

slogan or statement means 
different things to different 
people.” 

Iveson said some people 
surely will miss the slogan 
but he hopes the city moves 
past slogans and gimmicks 
toward a fuller brand identity. 

“For those people, City of 
Champions will continue to 
resonate whether it’s on the 
sign or not,” he said. “I am 
content to just go with Wel¬ 
come to Edmonton.” 

The welcome signs will 
likely be changed within the 
next few weeks to remove the 
slogan, but new or redesigned 
signs will wait as city admin¬ 
istration prepares a report 
on the costs and options for 
new signs.

Taxi drivers say 'chaos’ brought 
by Uber ‘bandit cabs’ must end 


Munir Ahmad says he and many 
other Edmonton cabbies are be¬ 
yond frustrated that the city is 
allowing Uber to shirk bylaws 
and continue operating. 

Ahmad and hundreds of taxi 
drivers and owners took that 
message to the mayor’s office 
Tuesday, pleading for bylaw 
enforcement. 

“We are losing up to 40 per 
cent of our income but we still 
have the same expenses,” said 
Edmonton Taxi Association 
president Jasbir Gill. “These 
bandit cabs are fearlessly ruin¬ 
ing our business and the city 
isn’t stepping in to enforce 
what is an illegal and unsafe 
practice.” 

Gill said many drivers don’t 
have the required Class 4 li¬ 
cence, permit or insurance but

aren’t being stopped from pick¬ 
ing up fares. 

“Our drivers regularly re¬ 
port illegal pickups to police 
— licence plates, makes, car 
models — but nothing is hap¬ 


pening. We are still hopeful 
and ready to work with the 
city, but we have families to 
support. This chaos can’t con¬ 
tinue; right now, anybody’s a 
taxi driver,” Gill said. 

The city declined comment 
on Tuesday’s protest. 

Cab owner Salwinder Dhatt 
said he wonders why bigger cit¬ 
ies like Toronto, Vancouver and 
Montreal — which has seized 
40 Uber vehicles since March — 
can act against illegal cabs but 
Edmonton isn’t doing the same. 

“We’re frustrated with how 
the city handled the injunc¬ 
tion to get Uber from operating 
here. We want them to pursue 
another injunction, but in the 
meantime to enforce the law,” 
Dhatt said.

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Jamie Lall’s texts

termere-Rocky View — was 
trending on Twitter in both 
Calgary and Edmonton. 

David Taras, a political 
analyst and program chair in 
media studies at Mount Royal 
University, said if the story 
reaches a fever pitch in the 
media, it poses problems for 
the PC party. 

“The timing couldn’t be 
worse for the Tories,” he said. 
“It puts a question mark in vot¬ 
ers’ minds about the process 
the Tories used and whether 
or not there’s been strong-arm 
tactics or whether this was a 
legitimate nomination. 

“It knocks the Tories back 
on their heels,” he added. 

Taras said the latter portion 
of the campaign is when par¬ 
ties typically form their “ballot 
question,” yet the Tories have 
been on the defensive and re¬ 
mained so Tuesday, as many 
lashed out at the long-gov¬ 
erning party on social media 
over the publicized texts. 

“It’s just when voters are 
starting to pay attention and 
it could be their last mem¬ 
ory (before hitting the polls),”

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jim Prentice stood 
firmly behind the decision

The nom¬ 
ination committee dis¬ 
qualified Mr. Lall for good 
reasons. They did their job, 
and I stand behind their de¬ 
cision." 

Prentice said the Tory 
nomination process led to 
many "hot contests" and 
"strong feelings" in some 
cases.

“There’s no question that, in 
my role as executive director 
of the PC party, I have been on 
the record that I do not believe 
candidates running against in¬ 
cumbents is a good idea,” he 
said, noting incumbents have 
often worked hard for years as 
members of the government. 

He said, too, the party was 
looking for “a mix of experi¬ 
ence and new” under new 
leader Jim Prentice. 

Lall’s messages went public 
just days after Justice Minister 
Jonathan Denis resigned from 
his post over his own court 
dealings with his wife. 

But while Charlebois said 
legal proceedings require a 
minister to leave cabinet, each 
situation involving an MLA 
needed to be probed separ¬ 
ately. 

Lall, meanwhile, has provid¬ 
ed a number of texts indicating 
he and Charlebois were once 
friends and that he reached 
out to the director to offer 
support as questions swirled 
about his role.

Guilty plea in burning 
of homeless woman 


A man accused of attacking a 
homeless woman and setting her 
on fire in northern Saskatchewan 
has pleaded guilty to attempted 
murder. 

Leshe Black, 29, entered the 
plea Tuesday in a Prince Albert 
courtroom. 

A judge ordered the man to 
undergo a psychiatric assessment 
and he was remanded in custody 
until June 26. 

Marlene Bird was found badly 
injured in a parking lot outside 
a community centre in the city’s 
downtown on June 1, 2014. 

Bird was so badly burned in 
the attack that doctors were 
forced to amputate both her legs. 


There was an outpouring of 
support for Bird nationally and 
internationally and a local shel¬ 
ter set up a trust fund to help 
cover medical expenses along 
with rehabilitation costs. 

Bird later moved into a home 
with her long-time partner, who 
helped her adjust to her new life 
in a wheelchair. 

Pohce initially charged Black 
with aggravated sexual assault. 

A publication ban on Bird’s 
name was lifted after her family 
argued that she didn’t want to 
be “just another statistic.”

Canadians frustrated 
by officials’ response 


Canadians in Nepal and rela¬ 
tives of missing Canadian tourists 
are expressing frustration with 
Canada’s response to Saturday’s 
massive earthquake, with some 
complaining they’re getting more 
support from American officials 
than their own. 

Mark McDermott and Roel 
Teunissen were hoping to get 
on a militaiy transport plane to 
return to Canada from the earth¬ 
quake-ravaged country.

Winnipeg police have charged 
the man that they initially iden¬ 
tified as a person of interest 
in the deaths of two homeless 
men in the downtown area last 
weekend, as well as that of a 


third man found beaten to death 
in a bus shack earlier in April. 

But Winnipeg Police Service 
Superintendent Danny Smyth 
stopped short of calling the man 
a serial killer Tuesday. 

“I don’t know if there’s a def¬ 
inition for a serial killer,” said 
Smyth after announcing the 
arrest in the cases that have 
left Winnipeg’s homeless com¬ 
munity on edge and garnered 
national media attention. “But 
certainly three murders is sig¬ 
nificant.” 

John Paul Ostamas, 40, was 
charged with two counts of first- 
degree murder and one count of 
second-degree murder Monday. 


Police allege Ostamas at¬ 
tacked and killed Donald Col¬ 
lins, 65, in downtown Winnipeg 
Friday night, and then killed 
48-year-old Stony Bushie after 
the two met several hours later 
at a parlcade near the same cor¬ 
ner. 

The second-degree murder 
charges are connected to the 
death of Myles Monias, 37, who 
was found beaten to death in a 
bus shelter downtown April 10. 

Smyth said Ostamas, who is 
originally from the Thunder 
Bay, Ont. area and has lived in 
and out of Winnipeg for the 
last decade, is “very transient” 
and knew both men he’s ac-

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HIGHLIGHTS FROM THE AUDITOR GENERALS REPORT 

As always, the spring report of Canada's auditor general, Michael Ferguson, 
takes issue with many areas of federal responsibility — from health care in 
First Nations communities, to oversight tax credits. Here are three findings 
from the report, which was released on Tuesday.

O First Nations health 


Health Canada can't say for sure that all eligible First Nations 
individuals in remote communities in Manitoba and Ontario 
can access sufficient clinical and client care services and med¬ 
ical transportation, the report says. Only one of 45 randomly 
chosen nurses in the First Nations communities had completed 
all five of Health Canada's mandatory training courses. Not all 
nursing stations in the communities meet health and safety 
requirements or building codes. In one case, a nursing station 
residence had been unusable for more than two years because 
of a broken septic system. 


Q Drug-resistant infections 

The report says the Public Health Agency of Canada has failed 
to mobilize its federal, provincial and territorial counterparts 
in developing a national strategy to deal with so-called anti¬ 
microbial resistance. Ferguson's audit found that the agency 
collects only limited information on drug-resistant infections 
at clinics and long-term care facilities, and lacks details about 
the extent of the problem in remote areas and among vulner¬ 
able members of the population.

Finance Department reports 
do not include future cost pro¬ 
jections on a wide suite of tax 
benefits that MPs ought to be 
able to take into account when 
they debate budgets and pub¬ 
lic spending, according to the 
report by Ferguson, seen at 
left.

Violence set 
off by death of 
Freddie Gray 

A line of police behind riot 
shields hurled smoke canis¬ 
ters and fired pepper balls at 
as many as 200 protesters Tues¬ 
day night to enforce a citywide 
curfew, imposed after the worst 
outbreak of rioting in Baltimore 
since 1968. 

Demonstrators threw bottles 
at police, and picked up the 
smoke grenades and hurled 
them back at officers. No im¬ 
mediate arrests or serious in¬ 
juries were reported. 

The clash came after a day of 
high tension but relative peace 


in Baltimore, as thousands of 
police officers and National 
Guardsmen poured into the 
city to prevent another round of 
rioting like the one that rocked 
the city on Monday. 

It was the first time since 
the assassination of the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. in 1968 
that the National Guard was 
called out in Baltimore to pre¬ 
vent civil unrest. 

Maryland’s governor said 
2,000 Guardsmen and 1,000 
law officers would be in place 
overnight. 

“This combined force will 
not tolerate violence or loot¬ 
ing,” Gov. Larry Hogan warned. 

The racially charged violence 
on Monday was set off by the 
case of Freddie Gray, a 25-year- 
old black man who died of a

spinal-cord injuiy under mys¬ 
terious circumstances while in 
police custody. 

In a measure of how tense 


things were, Baltimore was 
under a citywide 10 p.m.-to-5 
a.m. emergency curfew. All 
public schools were closed. 
And the Baltimore Orioles can¬ 
celled Tuesday night’s game at 
Camden Yards and — in what 
may be a first in baseball’s 
145-year histoiy — announced 
that Wednesday’s game will be 
closed to the public. 

The streets were largely calm 
all day and into the evening, 
with only a few scattered ar¬ 
rests. The real test was expected 
after dark. 

As the 10 p.m. curfew went 
into effect, several hundred pro¬ 
testers remained in the street 
in the city’s Penn North sec¬ 
tion near where a pharmacy 
was looted. Standing shoulder 
to shoulder, police in helmets 


and riot shields began advan¬ 
cing toward the demonstra¬ 
tors in an effort to push them 
back. Some protesters lay in the 
street or hurled bottles toward 
the police. 

As the hour drew near, a lo¬ 
cal pastor used a loudspeaker 
to urge the demonstrators to 
go home, saying: “Let’s show 
the world, because the eyes 
of the world are on Baltimore 
right now.” 

Around the same time and 
in a different neighbourhood, 
Baltimore police tweeted that 
they were making arrests in 
South Baltimore after people 
started attacking officers with 
rocks and bricks. At least one 
officer was reported injured. 

Monday’s looting, arson and 
rock- and bottle-throwing by 


mostly black rioters broke out 
just hours after Gray’s funeral 

Political leaders and residents 
called the violence a tragedy for 
the city and lamented the dam¬ 
age done by the rioters to their 
own neighbourhoods. 

But the rioting also brought 
out a sense of civic pride and 
responsibility in many Balti¬ 
more residents, with hundreds 
of volunteers turning out to 
sweep the streets of glass and 
other debris with brooms and 
trash bags donated by hard¬ 
ware stores.

Waiting 
for help 
in Nepal 


PASLANG 

Since quake, 
remote Tillage 
has yet to 
receive aid 

There is almost nothing left of 
the village of Paslang, Nepal, 
but enormous piles of broken 
red bricks and heaps of mud 
and dust. 

One of those piles was once 
Bhoj Kumar Thapa’s home, 
where his pregnant wife pushed 
their five-year-old daughter to 
safety in a last, desperate act be¬ 
fore it collapsed and killed her 
during Saturday’s earthquake. 

On Tuesday, Thapa and others 
in Paslang were still waiting for 
the government to deliver food, 
tents — any kind of aid — to 
this poor mountain village near 
the epicentre of the quake that 
killed more than 4,700 people, 
injured over 8,000 and left tens 
of thousands homeless. 

“When I got home, there was 
nothing,” said Thapa, a soldier. 
“Eveiything was broken. My wife 
— she was dead.” 

He was put on leave from his 
army unit to mourn, one of the 
few Nepalese soldiers not de¬ 
ployed in the countiy’s massive 
rescue and recoveiy operation. 
But instead of sadness, there 


is anger. 

“Only the other villagers who 
have also lost their homes are 
helping me. But we get nothing 
from the government,” Thapa 
said. 

An official came, took some 
pictures and left — without de¬ 
livering anything to the village 
of about 300 people north of the 
capital of Kathmandu, he said. 

Paslang is only three kilo¬ 
metres up the mountain from 
the town of Gorkha, the district 
headquarters and staging area for 
rescue and aid operations. But 
the villagers, who have no idea 
when they might get help, are 
still sleeping together in the mud 
and sharing whatever scraps of 
food they can pull from beneath 
their ruined buildings. Three in 
the hamlet have died. 

Officials and foreign aid work¬ 
ers who have rushed to Nepal 
following the magnitude-7.8 
earthquake are struggling against 
stormy weather, poor roads and a 
shortage of manpower and funds. 
On Tuesday, the district managed 
to co-ordinate 26 helicopter trips 
to remote villages to evacuate 
30 injured people before a ma¬ 
jor downpour halted the effort. 

“We need 15,000 plastic tarps 
alone. We cannot buy that num¬ 
ber,” said Mohan Pokhran, a dis¬ 
trict disaster management com¬ 
mittee member.

League to give 
up tax-exempt 
status in U.S. 

Eveiy so often, in a bid to sound 
threatening, a member of Con¬ 
gress has vowed to revoke the 
NFL’s tax-exempt status. Now 
Commissioner Roger Goodell 
says the league will give it up 
voluntarily to “eliminate this 
distraction.” 

One result is that Goodell’s 
compensation — about $35 mil¬ 
lion in 2013 and approximately 
$44 million in 2012 — will no 
longer need to be made public.

The league's switch from 
tax-exempt to taxable 
does not affect its anti¬ 
trust exemption, created 
in the Sports Broadcast¬ 
ing Act of 1961. That al¬ 
lows clubs to negotiate 
radio and TV broadcast 
rights together.

In a memo to all 32 teams 
Tuesday, he wrote that “a 
change in the tax status will not 
alter the function or operation 
of the league office or Manage¬ 
ment Council in any way.” 

A business of about $10 bil¬ 
lion in annual revenues, the NFL 
has held tax-exempt status since 
the 1940s and so was required 
to file a publicly available IRS 
form listing compensation for 
the highest-paid employees. 
Individual NFL teams do not 
have tax-exempt status. 

Sen. Richard Blumenthal, a 
Connecticut Democrat, said the 
NFL’s move “seems more like a 
PR stunt than a real gain. The 
tax-exempt status produces a 
pittance compared to its con- 
gressionally granted antitrust 
exemption — enabling billions 
in broadcast revenue.” 

Blumenthal said he would 
reintroduce legislation calling 
for a review of antitrust exemp¬ 
tions for the NFL, Major League 
Baseball, NBA and NHL. 

The NBA does not have 
tax-exempt status, and Major 
League Baseball gave its status 
up in 2007. The NHL’s status 
still is tax-exempt.

U.S. SUPREME COURT 

Judges undecided 
on gay marriage 


U.S. Supreme Court Justice An¬ 
thony Kennedy did not tip his 
hand Tuesday as the high court 
heard historic arguments over 
the right of gay and lesbian 
couples to many. 

Kennedy, whose vote could 
decide the issue, offered reasons 
for hope and wony to both sides 
in the rapt courtroom. Same-sex 
couples can currently marry in 
36 states and the District of Col¬ 
umbia, and the court is weigh¬ 
ing whether gay and lesbian 
unions should be allowed in 
all 50 states. 

Kennedy seemed to share the 
concern of the court’s conserva¬ 
tive justices when he said mar¬ 
riage has been understood as 
one man and one woman for 
“millennia-plus time.” 

Same-sex marriage has been 
around in the United States for 
just over 10 years, and he won¬ 
dered aloud whether scholars 
and the public need more time. 

Yet Kennedy also pressed 
attorney John Bursch, repre¬ 
senting the states that ban same- 
sex marriage, to explain how 
granting gay couples a right to 
marry would harm traditional 
marriages. 

Bursch argued that remov¬ 


ing child-rearing as the central 
rationale for marriage would 
weaken parents’ commitment 
to staying married for their chil¬ 
dren’s sake if their own ties 
were frayed. 

Kennedy seemed concerned 
about adopted children in same- 
sex households in which only 
one partner is considered a 
parent by Michigan. “Under 
your view, it would be very 
difficult for same-sex couples 
to adopt those children,” 
Kennedy said. 

Chief Justice John Roberts 
also directed questions to both 
sides that made it hard to pre¬ 
dict where he will come down. 

The arguments offered the 
first public indication of where 
the justices stand in the dispute 
over whether states can con¬ 
tinue defining marriage as the 
union of a man and a woman 
or whether the Constitution 
gives gay and lesbian couples 
the right to marry. 

Only 11 states have grant¬ 
ed marriage rights to same-sex 
couples through the ballot or 
the legislature. Court rulings are 
responsible for all the others. 

A decision is expected in late

Elephants’ 
zoo days are 
numbered

Activists claim 
animals don’t 
get space they 
need to thrive 

Visitors flocked to the leafy en¬ 
closure at Seattle’s zoo to watch 
the two elephants, Chai and 
Bamboo, as they used their long 
trunks to play with balls and 
snack on carrots and apples. 

The elephants would some¬ 
times exhibit other behaviour. 
Chai would pace from side to 
side and bob her head up and 
down — a sign, animal activists 
say, of the stress of being con¬ 
fined inside the one-acre area. 

It is common behaviour, and 
a growing number of people feel 
the giant animals — hard-wired 
to roam free across thousands 
of square miles in Africa and 
Asia — don’t have a place in 
American zoos. 

Seattle’s Woodland Park Zoo 
recently made the difficult and 
controversial decision to close 
its popular elephant exhibit and 
move Chai and Bamboo to a lar¬ 
ger zoo in Oklahoma so they can 
join a larger herd. 

Others, like the Bronx Zoo 
in New York City, say they are 
moving in the same direction, 
but will wait until one or more 
of their existing herd dies. And 
zoos like Detroit have already 
retired their pachyderms to one 
of two U.S. animal refuges. 

Many zoos say they can’t give 
elephants the space they need. 
Elephants are also social animals 
that prefer to live in a herd, but 
that is hard to provide as their 


Q BACKGROUND 

As of December 2014, 
there were 159 African ele¬ 
phants at 39 North Amer¬ 
ican zoos and 139 Asian 
elephants at 34 zoos in 
the U.S. and Canada, ac¬ 
cording to the Maryland- 
based Association of Zoos 
& Aquariums. The group In 
Defence of Animals says 
21 zoos in North America 
have closed their elephant 
exhibits since 1991. 


numbers dwindle, both in cap¬ 
tivity and in the wild. 

At the same time, nation¬ 
al guidelines adopted in 2011 
would require some zoos to close 
their elephant programs by 2017 
if they cannot increase their 
herds and expand their facilities. 

Some North American zoos 
have as few as one elephant, 
said Rob Vernon, spokesman 
for the Association of Zoos & 
Aquariums, which drew up the 
guidelines. The new rules en¬ 
courage a herd of at least three 
elephants. 

There’s veiy little consensus 
— even among animal experts — 
about what is the right choice to 
make for the elephants currently 
in American zoos. Bringing more 
Asian or African elephants to 
this country no longer seems 
feasible, and breeding programs 
have been minimally successful. 

Officials in Seattle, which was 
forced into court over its decision 
to move its elephants to Okla¬ 
homa, say they did what they 
thought would be best.

15 video games make

Fifteen video games that have 
engrossed gamers for untold 
hours were named finalists 
Tuesday for the new World 
Video Game Hall of Fame. 

The list includes arcade trail-

Angry Birds and Minecraft and 
an array of others for console 
and computer. 

Only a handful will make 
up the hall of fame’s inaugural 
class, to be chosen by an inter¬ 
national selection committee of 
journalists, scholars and other 
video game experts. 

The induction ceremony is 
scheduled for June 4 inside The 
Strong museum in Rochester, 
N.Y., which also houses the Na¬ 
tional Toy Hall of Fame. 

“The 15 finalists for the 
World Video Game Hall of 
Fame span decades, gaming 


platforms and geographies,” 
said Jon-Paul Dyson, director 
of the museum’s International 
Center for the History of Elec¬ 
tronic Games. “Whether it’s the 
groundbreaking game Pong or a 
more recent viral sensation like 
Minecraft, all of these games 
have helped shape the way that 
people across the globe play and 
relate to one another.” 

To make it into the hall of 
fame, games must have icon 
status, prove to be more than 
a passing fad and leave a mark 
on other games or forms of 
entertainment, pop culture or 


society in general. 

The Strong said it received 
thousands of nominations since 
Februaiy, when it announced 
creation of the video game hall 
to recognize the impact of elec¬ 
tronic games through the years. 
Anyone can nominate a game 
online. 

The museum’s electronic 
games centre has more than 
55,000 video games and related 
artifacts, along with personal 
papers and corporate records 
that document the histoiy of 
video games.

China beats France 
in vineyard space 


China now boasts more land 
dedicated to winemaking vine¬ 
yards than France, as it tries 
to satisfy a rapid rise in local 
demand. 

China’s vineyards grew to 
800,000 hectares last year, put¬ 
ting it behind No. 1 grower 
Spain but ahead of France. 

Because its production is less 
effective than more established 
winemaking countries, China’s 
output is only the seventh- 
biggest, according to figures 
released Monday by the Paris- 
based International Organiza¬ 
tion of Vine and Wine. 

France took over the title 
of top producer from Italy last 
year, with 46.7 million hecto¬ 
litres, or 6.2 billion bottles. EU 


countries have intentionally 
reduced vineyards in recent 
years to make them more ef¬ 
ficient and improve quality. 

By contrast, China’s harvest 
is expected to yield 11.2 mil¬ 
lion hectolitres. The bulk of 
that is destined for consum¬ 
ers in China, whose 1.4 bil¬ 
lion people knocked back 15.8 
million hectolitres (2.1 billion 
bottles) of wine last year. 

The taste for wine has grown 
rapidly in China over the past 
15 years, more than local pro¬ 
duction can keep up with. Add¬ 
ed to the status carried by for¬ 
eign wines, China has become 
the world’s sixth-largest wine 
importer, on par with Russia.

The PEN honoree, Char¬ 
lie Hebdo magazine, mocked 
underprivileged minorities, ac¬ 
cording to six esteemed auth¬ 
ors boycotting the ceremony. 
Sandler’s in-production movie, 
The Ridiculous 6, flagrantly 
dismissed the advice of its 
Native American cultural con¬ 
sultants and extras until they 
walked off the set. 

Satire isn’t supposed to be 
sacred, which is the very thing 
that makes it sacred. It shows 
deference to no one. But it can 
also cross a line and become 


a way for the empowered to 
bully the disempowered. 

In recent years, similar 
criticisms have been thrown 
at 2 Broke Girls’ asexual 
Asian workhorse tropes, The 
New Yorker’s “fist bump” 
cover featuring a turbanned 
Obama with wife Michelle as 
a gun-toting revolutionary, 
and Tina Fey’s new comedy 
Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt 
— for, among other things, 
a weird subplot featuring 
Polish-American actor Jane 
Kralcowski’s character as 
Native American. 

Some of these criticisms are 
valid, others misconstrued. 
Together they indicate grow¬ 
ing empathy for oppressed 
groups. But does the fre¬ 
quency of these criticisms 
mean audiences are becoming 
more sophisticated, or over¬ 
sensitive? 

Certainly it’s become much 
harder to get away with casual 
racism since the 1990s, when 
Sandler teased gays, Asians, 
women and his own Jewish 


clan with equal opportunity. 
But there’s something deeply 
disturbing about The Ridicu¬ 
lous 6. One scene shows an in¬ 
digenous woman falling down 
drunk before being roused 
by white men pouring liquor 
on her. 


Are audiences 
becoming more 
sophisticated? Or 
oversensitive? 


Netflix, producers of 
The Ridiculous 6, defended 
Sandler: “It is a broad satire 
of Western movies and the 
stereotypes they popularized, 
featuring a diverse cast that is 
not only part of — but in on 
— the joke.” Call me skep¬ 
tical but, when actors from a 
group that, according to one 
study, gets an average of 196.5 
seconds of screen time per ap¬ 
pearance, are involved, I doubt 
they were in on anything. 


Growing up, I rarely saw 
an Arab depicted in comedy 
who wasn’t a sex-crazed sheik, 
muted and submissive harem 
slave or violent radical. Even 
as a child I recognized it as 
cruel and hurtful. Charlie Heb¬ 
do has shown these portrayals 
are as prevalent and problem¬ 
atic as ever, but also that ex¬ 
cessive sensitivity can be more 
damaging. 

Satire isn’t an exact sci¬ 
ence. That’s why it’s art. But 
even the lowest-brow art is 
best when it challenges the 
audience’s expectations — if 
not for the sake of social com- 
mentaiy, then just because 
upending cliches makes for 
better entertainment. When 
comedy instead supports ridi¬ 
cule, it only serves the privil¬ 
eged.

Protein World just wanted to 
sell some diet pills. 

Instead, the company has 
raised women's ire over a 
sexed-up ad campaign on the 
London Underground featur¬ 
ing a bikini-clad woman. 

"The image features bold 
writing asking commuters 
'Are you beach body ready?' 
when it might as well say 'Do 
you feel rubbish yet?"' wrote 
protester Tara Costello. 

Women are defacing the 
ads. There's a "taking back the 
beach" rally planned and a pe¬ 
tition to get the ads removed, 
which the transit authority is 
sidestepping since the ads are 
set to come down today. 

Stop trying to make us 
feel bad, the protesters are 
demanding. Fat chance. 

"That's what advertising 
does," said Jacqueline Lamb- 
iase, professor at Texas Chris¬ 
tian University, who's been 
researching sex and women in 
the media for 25 years. 

Advertising preys on our 
emotions, an idea, Lambiase 
noted, that goes back to 
Aristotle, and manipulates our 
insecurities, a tactic devised in 
the early 1900s to sell mouth¬ 
wash and used ever since. 

Asking advertisers to stop 
creating insecurities and ex¬ 
ploiting existing ones is naive. 

Even companies that seem 
to be selling an enlightened 
view of women — Always' 
#LikeAGirl Super Bowl ad 
and Dove's #choosebeautfiul 
campaign — have one basic 
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goal, and it's not boosting your 
female empowerment. It's get¬ 
ting your money. 

"I'm pretty skeptical about 
those kinds of attempts," 
Lambiase told me. "Brands are 
only trying to sell themselves. 
They can't really do anything 
else in the world." 

If you want to praise Dove's 
#choosebeautiful campaign 
(which has appeared in this 
newspaper and tells women: 
"Beautiful is a choice. One 
you make every single day"), 
praise it on the only measure it 
deserves: sales figures. 

Yes, we should still fight 
the worst offenders, even 
when it raises their profile (as 
the backlash has for Protein 
World). It's well known that ads 
can negatively impact self¬ 
esteem and body image. 

But, as Lambiase argued, 
we also need to boost our 
resilience against these mes¬ 
sages through better media 
literacy, especially in an age 
of heightened sexualization, 
where what was considered 
pornography in the 1960s is 
now fair game for advertisers. 

There is no healthy image of 
womanhood, or personhood, 
in an industry that only sees 
consumers. There are no allies 
in the advertising business, 
and you can't bully Victoria's 
Secret into doing anything 
less than making you feel 
incomplete without their bras. 

The key isn't to ask advertis¬ 
ers to sell us a nicer story. It's 
to stop listening.

Picking the 
right brew can 
take your meal 
to the next level 

Food lovers need not turn to 
wine and cocktails when they 
want to enjoy a meal. 

Metro talked to Toronto-based 
brew specialist Mirella Amato 
and Elyse Carlucci of Blue Point 
Brewing Company in the U.S. 
about how to best pair beer with 
different dishes. 

“Eve come up with a two-step 
system that will yield a decent 
pairing. It might yield a delicious 
pairing, but it will certainly yield 
a solid one,” said Amato. 

The first step is intensity. Both 
Amato and Carlucci say you 
want to match the intensity 
of your beer with the intensity 
of the dish you intend to pair 
it with. 

“If I have a light salad and I 
pair that with a really roasty, 
full-bodied, Russian imperial 
stout, I’m not going to be able 
to taste my salad,” says Amato, 
author of Beerology: Eveiything 
You Need to Know to Enjoy Beer 
... Even More, which includes a 
chapter on beer pairings. 

“If I have a thick stew with 
vegetables and spices and meat 
and I pair that with a light lager, 
the flavour of the lager will be 
completely lost.” 

Amato says the second step 
is not in any of the literature 
she’s read — it’s more of an 
insider tip. 

“Line up the colour intensity 
of your beer with the colour in¬ 


tensity of the main ingredient 
of your dish.” 

Carlucci says while you can 
do contrast pairings, they are 
difficult for novices to pull off. 

She does, however, recom¬ 
mend contrast pairings for new¬ 
bies in one situation: “If you’re 
looking to cool down the heat 
in a really spicy dish, contrast 
it with wheat beers, like white 
styles or pilsners. That’s the only 
time where a contrast for nov¬ 
ices might be a good thing.” 

Here, Amato and Carlucci 
share some of their favourite 


pairings for different foods. A 
list of Canadian options provided 
by Amato is included at the end 
of each categoiy. 

Chicken or pork: “You can go 
with a more traditional lager 
style,” says Carlucci of medium¬ 
bodied proteins. 

“Stick with medium intensity 
beers that have more flavour, 
but not a lot of hops.” 

Amato takes it back to her 
colour principle. 

“If you are looking to pair 
beer with chicken or white fish, 


you want to go with a gold to 
pale amber beer. If you’re get¬ 
ting into salmon, pork, lentils, 
you want a deeper amber beer.” 
Examples: 

• Golden lager, like Tree Brew¬ 
ing’s Beach Blonde (British Col¬ 
umbia) 

• Golden ale, like Boreale Blonde 
(Quebec) 

• Kolsch-style ale, like Beau’s 
Lug-Tread Lagered Ale (Ontario) 

• Marzen, like Paddock Wood’s 
Red Hammer (Saskatchewan) 

• Bock, like Hoyne The Big Bock 
(British Columbia) 


• American-style pale ale, like 
Great Lakes Canuck Pale Ale 
(Ontario) 

• Saison, like Hopfenstarlc’s 
Saison Station 16 (Quebec) 
Classic burger: “I enjoy my 
burgers with either a British 
style pale ale or a British style 
brown ale. That brown colour 
lines up nicely with the meat. 
And of course, with burger, it’s 
extremely rare that you’re go¬ 
ing to have it plain — there’s a 
lot of flavours there and British- 
style ales have a complexity of 
flavours,” says Amato. 


Examples: 

• Picaroons Best Bitter (New 
Brunswick). 

• Central City Brewers Red Racer 
(British Columbia). 

• Black Oak’s Nut 
Brown Ale (Ontario) 

Desserts: Pairing beer with 
desserts all depends on what 
you’re serving. 

“If you like more fruity des¬ 
serts, there are some really good 
fruit lambics out there and that’s 
a great style for someone who 
likes fruitier cocktails or has a 
sweeter palate,” says Carlucci. 

“There are a lot of great beers 
out there that have fruit under¬ 
tones.” 

As for heavier desserts like a 
dark chocolate mousse, Amato 
says you can go two ways. 

“A really intensely fruity fruit 
beer is delightful because then 
you get the chocolate and fruit 
thing.” 

She also recommends a Bar¬ 
ley wine, “a really thick, chewy 
beer — it has got a roundness 
to it, which mirrors the mousse 
nicely, but it also has a higher 
alcohol content to cut through 
the richness.” 

Examples: 

• Mill Street’s Barley Wine (On¬ 
tario) 

• Garrison 01’ Fog Burner (Nova 
Scotia) 

• Central City Brewing’s Thor’s 
Hammer Barley Wine (British 
Columbia) 

• Amsterdam’s Framboise (On¬ 
tario). 

• St Ambroise’s 
Framboise (Quebec)

Chard helps 
seafood sing 



When I began my journey 
down the long and winding 
wine road, learning more 
about what I was drinking, 
other than what was written 
on the back of the bottle, was 
a struggle. With no Internet, 
meeting winemakers face-to- 
face was the only way to get 
an insider’s peek under a win¬ 
ery’s tent. 

A recent tasting with Margo 
Van Staaveren, the longtime 
winemaker at California’s Cha¬ 
teau St Jean, reminded me that 
it’s still hard to beat that kind 
of interaction. 

Founded in 1973, St Jean has 
been a Golden State pioneer 
when it comes to wines pro¬ 
duced from specific vineyards. 

While Van Staaveren cre¬ 
ates plenty of liquid magic 
from those individual plots, 
her straightforward Chateau 
St Jean 2012 Sonoma County 
Chardonnay ($18.95-$19.99) 
, represents her ef¬ 
forts equally as 
well. 

Like me, she’s

MARITIME TREAT 

Lobster best 
enjoyed in 
casual setting, 
chef says 

For many Canadians, lobster is 
a dress-up, special-occasion food 
eaten at a fancy restaurant. 

“But it should be the total op¬ 
posite,” says Alain Bosse, a.lc.a. 
The Kilted Chef, of Pictou Coun¬ 
ty, N.S. 

“You should be dressing down 


and eating it at your picnic table.” 

The food consultant and “am¬ 
bassador of all things culinaiy in 
Atlantic Canada” says the Mari- 
times “have the best lobster in 
the world.” 

“We have the most pristine 
water and because of our cold 
climate, our shells are harder 
and meatier. We end up with a 
good, hard-shelled quality lob¬ 
ster that’s full of meat, versus a 
soft-shell lobster that’s moult¬ 
ing,” he says. 

“And we sell more lobster 
than anywhere else in the world, 
Maine included.” 


The Halifax-based Lobster 
Council of Canada’s executive 
director, Geoff Irvine, confirms 
Canada provides more than half 
the world’s supply of live and 
processed hard-shell Atlantic 
lobster, with an export value 
last year of $1.5 billion. 

The industry is highly regu¬ 
lated, Irvine says. 

The Atlantic Coast (there’s 
no lobster on the West Coast) is 
divided into 41 “lobster fisheiy 
areas” (LFAs), each with its own 
“season” — a starting and finish¬ 
ing date. Fishers are licensed for 
specific areas. May and December 
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are peak production times, but 
at least one LFA is in operation 
in any given month. 

These staggered seasons en¬ 
courage sustainability but also 
protect summer moults. Lob¬ 
sters shed their shells to grow 
and are at their best when the 
new shells have hardened and 
are full of meat. 

About 40 per cent of the lob¬ 
ster catch is delivered live to 
customers and 60 per cent is 
processed into “literally hun¬ 
dreds of products,” Irvine says. 

Despite accessibility to fresh 
lobster, Bosse still calls it a “won¬ 
derful treat.” But that accessibil¬ 
ity may explain a more casual 
approach to a lobster dinner in 
the Maritimes, including road¬ 
side “pounds” where the only 
accompaniments may be a paper 
plate and plastic utensils. 

“Typically in Atlantic Canada, 
we eat lobster cold, dipped in hot 
butter,” he says. “And we always 
eat it either with french fries, 
potato salad or french bread.” 


Q HEALTH-WISE 

Hard-shell lobster has 
fewer than 100 calories 
per 100-gram serving, 
with 89 per cent of cal¬ 
ories from protein. It's low 
in fat and carbohydrates, 
has virtually no saturated 
fats and is a good source 
of vitamins and minerals. 


sters into boiling water to cook 
and of wrestling the meat out 
of the full shell. 

• Overcooking is probably the 
most common mistake, Bosse 
says. A 625-gram (1.25-pound) 
raw lobster “takes about 12 min¬ 
utes in boiling water or steamed 
and you only add a minute per 
quarter-pound (125 g). A lob¬ 
ster tail, stuffed with butter and 
baked in the oven, takes six or 
eight minutes at 350 or 400 F 
(180 or 200 C).” 


Cooking tips 

• If unfamiliar with the crusta¬ 
cean, a great way to start is to 
buy it — raw or cooked — al¬ 
ready fully or partly removed 
from the shell. That eliminates 
the issues of dropping live lob- 


• Lobster meat is cooked “when 
it starts to become opaque — a 
nice white colour.” For whole 
lobster, if you pull the tentacle 
and it releases fairly easily, the 
lobster’s cooked. 
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A little education takes the intimidation factor out of 
cooking succulent, flavourful lobster, istock 
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Go on, spring a leek with this versatile ingredient 
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One of the first greens to pop 
up in the spring are wild leeks. 
Foraging for food is a hipster 
renewal of ancient skills and 
I like the reinforcement of the 
idea that food comes from the 
earth, not the grocer. 

Head to forested areas where 


trees have dropped their leaves 
to a brown and thawed ground. 
For about three to four weeks 
after the frost has passed the 
only thing green will be clus¬ 
ters of dagger-lilce leaves about 
three inches tall and solid green 
with a red and white stem. Pull 
one or two to find a white bulb 
that smells distinctly like on¬ 
ion and you have hit pay dirt! 
Don’t overharvest; leave half 
of each cluster to proliferate 


next season. 

OK, so you don’t want to for¬ 
age but you do want to find 
leeks at the groceiy store. The 
commercial variety has a thick, 
hardy stalk of stacked circular 
layers. The pale part is edible but 
the tops are too tough and can 
only be used in making stock. 

Leeks have a milder, sweeter 
taste than onion and a much 
prettier presentation. Nutrition¬ 
ally, they are about the same 


with the exception that leeks 
have slightly less sugar and 
much more Vitamin A. 

Some creative ways to use 
leeks, beyond the traditional 
leek and potato soup, include: 

• Saute an entire pan in butter 
and freeze in ice cube trays. 

• Spread onto warm baguette 
and top with goat’s cheese. 

• Use as a base for quick sauces 
or soups. 

• Blend with herbs and Greek 


yogurt for a great dip. 

• Slice lengthwise and rinse 
well. Store in vinegar with salt 
in glass jars in the fridge for 24 
hours to “pickle”. Serve with 
sandwiches and keep refriger¬ 
ated for up to two weeks.

The Smoking 
Man is back but 
don’t expect 
a Mulder and 
Scully sex scene 

X-Files creator Chris Carter 
returns to Vancouver to shoot 
a new batch of his sci-fi tales, 
picking up eight years after 
we last saw paranormal ex¬ 
perts Fox Mulder and Dana 
Scully. 

In addition to stars David 
Duchovny and Gillian Ander¬ 
son, Carter says fans can ex¬ 
pect Mitch Pileggi to return as 
Walter Skinner and William B. 
Davis as “The Smoking Man,” 
even though that character 


was killed off. 

“As we say in The X-Files, 
even though you’re dead, 
you’re never really dead,” says 
Carter, adding there’s “a big 
chance” the Lone Gunmen 
will also return. 

Carter is at a Vancouver 
International Film Festival 
industiy reception Wednes¬ 
day in honour of National 
Canadian Film Day. He talked 
about how things will play out 
in the new episodes. 

What will we see in these six 
new episodes? Are they stan¬ 
dalone or serialized? 

You really get what you 
have come to expect with The 
X-Files, which is a combina¬ 
tion of the ongoing Mulder 
and Scully conspiracy saga, 
relationship and standalone 
episodes that will come inter¬ 


spersed. That said, it will all 
be of a piece, meaning that it 
won’t feel disconnected. It’ll 
all feel as if it’s taking place 
in what I would call television 
“real time.” 

What is their relationship? 

As we saw in the second 
movie they were together, not 
married. Living together. But 
when we come back we will 
find that relationship is not 
where we left it. 

Fans still haven’t gotten a 
proper love scene. Mulder 
and Scully had a child togeth¬ 
er, so why was their relation¬ 
ship never explicitly consum¬ 
mated? 

It was part of the mysteiy of 
The X-Files. That relationship 
was land of mysterious. Did 
they get together? Didn’t they 


get together? If they’ve got a 
child together, when did they 
get together? These are ques¬ 
tions that we will deal with 
and answer in good time. 

How have they changed? 

They’ve grown up. They’ve 


matured, their sensibilities 
have matured, their relation¬ 
ship has matured and evolved. 

You know during the course 
of the show, Scully the skeptic 
actually became the believer 
and Mulder the believer ac¬ 
tually became the skeptic and 


then that switched back. So 
there have been many chan¬ 
ges. ... These characters who 
are true to themselves have 
gone through many changes 
and we’ll play that in this ser¬ 
ies of six.

Paul Bettany 
is a futuristic 
Vision —but he 
can’t hear you 

Paul Bettany couldn’t hear any¬ 
thing. 

When the 43-year-old actor 
initially donned a noggin-en¬ 
casing headpiece to portray the 
mysterious Vision in Avengers: 
Age of Ultron, in theatres Friday, 
Bettany could barely make out 
what anyone was saying around 
him. That isolation ended up fuel¬ 
ling his imposing performance in 
the followup to the 2012 smash 
that brought together Marvel’s 
mightiest heroes. 

“I would go to a place of real 
Zen, where I meditated on the 
line of thousands and thousands 
of actors that would love to be 
in my position in an uncomfort¬ 
able suit,” said Bettany in a re¬ 
cent interview at Disney Studios. 

“However, I would be lying 
to say it didn’t take a great deal 
of (expletive) effort not to rip it 
off. They ended up drilling holes 


in it because I literally couldn’t 
hear anything.” 

After five years of voicing Tony 
Stark’s soothing operating sys¬ 
tem sidekick JAR.V.I.S. in the 
previous Avengers and Iron Man 
films, Bettany’s role as the purple 
skinned Vision marks the first 
time in front of the cameras in a 
Marvel film for the lanky British 
actor best known for starring in 
such films as Wimbledon, The 
Da Vinci Code and Priest. 

“The first day I walked on 
set, Robert (Downey Jr.) made a 
lovely speech welcoming me,” 
said Bettany. 

“Everybody was completely 
convivial and pleasant. They 
were making jokes — or at least 
I think they were making jokes 
because I couldn’t hear a (explet¬ 
ive) thing. It’s actually a really 
nice atmosphere on those sets. 
Often, it’s not like that.” 

Bettany is portraying per¬ 
haps the best-kept secret of 
the second Avengers outing. 
In the comics, the command¬ 
ing Vision is a type of android 
dubbed a “synthzoid” by Ultron, 
the nefarious robot that created 
him. The cinematic rendition 
is similarly fashioned by Ultron 


(played by James Spader as an 
evil artificial intelligence pro¬ 
gram). 

However, this Vision might 
not be what he seems. 

“He’s an android, technic¬ 
ally, but I would say he’s what’s 
next,” said writer-director Joss 
Whedon. 

“He’s more evolved than the 
rest of us, which may prove to 
be a good thing or not. To me, 
this Vision feels like what it 
meant to me to read him as a 
kid. He has that calm distance 
but is also strangely emotional. 
Paul is just soooo phenomenal 
as him.” 

Transforming into Vision was 
a three-and-a-haff-hour-long pro¬ 
cess each day for Bettany that 
involved a slcintight suit, lots 
of makeup, a bit of computer¬ 
generated flair and that metallic 
headpiece. Bettany noted “the 
solution is often in the problem 
itself,” and that the oppressive 
costume provided a sense of 
calm to his interpretation of 
the Vision. 

“I never thought I was going 
to play someone being born, 
obviously, because I’m 43 years 
old,” said Bettany. “It’s actually

a really interesting opportun¬ 
ity and peculiarly edifying to 
imagine yourself as a total in¬ 
nocent without any moral com¬ 
pass experiencing the world as 
it hits you, and at the same time 
be omnipotent and extraordin¬ 
arily powerful. ” 

The character, who is roman¬ 
tically involved with Scarlet 
Witch (Elizabeth Olsen) in the 
comics, is expected to play a 
part in the upcoming Avengers 
sequels: Infinity War - Part I in 
2018 and Infinity War - Part II in 
2019.

The world domination of SUVs 
and crossovers has progressed 
through their unstoppable

Looks are secondary. 

Which makes the Range Rov¬ 
er Evoque, first introduced in 
2012, so bloody interesting: 
It’s a crossover that trades on 
its looks. 

And it’s not just fantastic 
looking for a crossover. It looks 
great, period. Our tester was a 
Dynamic, the Evoque’s highest 
trim level, so was further bol¬ 
stered in the looks department 
with 20-inch wheels, and more 
aggressive bumpers, tailpipes, 
and grille. It was also rendered 
in an awesome metallic shade 
of Orkney Grey. When I drove 
the beast to Detroit, it actually 
got a thumbs-up from the U.S. 
border guard. 

The price to be paid for the 
sloping roofline at the rear, 
and smallish rear side-glass, 
is poor rearward visibility, and 
a rear seating area that is a 
bit claustrophobic and short 


on headroom. Evoque is also 
a “compact” crossover. It’s 
shorter than a Ford Escape. 
So the cargo area is predict¬ 
ably tight, too. 

Up front in the driver’s cock¬ 
pit, however, you are oblivious 
to such trifling things. 

Eveiything that touches your 
body is luxurious, and every¬ 
thing in sight is “high style.” 
I particularly like the rotary 
gear selector that rises slowly 
up from the console after the 
vehicle starts — very James 
Bond-ish — and the way the big 
infotainment screen is smooth¬ 
ly integrated in the dash. It 
doesn’t look like an add-on as 
it does in lesser vehicles. The 
touchscreen itself, however, is 
a bit slow to respond, which 
wouldn’t be so irritating if you 
didn’t need it for so many regu¬ 
lar functions, like changing 
radio stations and adjusting 
seat-warmer settings. 

Once under the power of its 
Ford-sourced 2.0-litre turbo¬ 
charged “four,” it’s evident 
Evoque is designed for spirited 
driving. 

Land Rover made sure 
Evoque was especially light 
for its size, and the new 
torque vectoring system, called 
ActiveDriveline 4WD, means 
you can attack corners more 
quickly than you would other¬ 
wise. The ride is also quite firm. 
It gets even firmer with the 
low-profile tires on this Dy¬ 
namic model. 

Small and agile, the Evoque 
is effortlessly propelled by its 
240-hp engine. The only glitch 
is a tendency to give you too 
much power, when you first 
dip into the throttle.

Japan pushing 
hydrogen tech 

Japan will leverage its 
hosting of the 2020 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics to promote 
hydrogen fuel-cell cars, 
which convert hydrogen to 
electricity for propulsion. 
Tokyo will spend $385 mil¬ 
lion on fuel-cell subsidies 
and hydrogen fuelling sta¬ 
tions ahead of the Games to 
advance the use of hydro¬ 
gen as an energy source, 
reported Green Car Reports. 
Japan's capital city will get 
35 hydrogen fuelling sta¬ 
tions ahead of the Olym¬ 
pics, and is negotiating with 
Honda and Toyota to get 
6,000 hydrogen cars on its 
roads by then. For instance, 
the Toyota Mirai hydrogen 
car (left) has just gone into 
production in Japan. More 
than 80 per cent of the cost 
of the stations will be pro¬ 
vided by the city; Tokyo-area 
residents are eligible for up 
to $8,500 in subsidies for 
fuel-cell cars on top of the 
$17,000 offered by the gov¬ 
ernment.

Weekend 
series between 
Orioles, Rays 
shifts to Tampa 

After two postponements caused 
by rioting in Baltimore, the Ori¬ 
oles and Chicago White Sox 
will play Wednesday at Camden 
Yards in what is believed to be 
the first game in major-league 
baseball’s 145-season history 
without fans in the seats. 

Because of the unsettled en¬ 
vironment in Baltimore, where 
rioters burned a drug store and 
set police cars ablaze on Mon¬ 
day night, officials moved the 
game up five hours from its ori¬ 
ginal 7:05 p.m. starting time and 
closed it to the public. 

In addition, Baltimore’s Fri- 
day-to-Sunday series against 
Tampa Bay was shifted from 
Camden Yards to Tropicana Field 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., with Balti¬ 
more remaining the home team 
and batting last. 

“It’s all about what’s best for 
the city and the safety of our 
people,” Orioles manager Buck 
Showalter said in a telephone 
interview with The Associated 
Press. “The last thing you want 
to do is put the fans in harm’s 
way. You have to err on the side 
of safety.” 

Looting and rock- and bot¬ 
tle-throwing by rioters broke

out Monday just hours after 
the funeral of Freddie Gray, a 
25-year-old man who suffered 
a fatal spinal cord injury while 
in police custody.

The 
announcement of the unique 
closed-doors game came late 
Tuesday afternoon, after the 


Orioles postponed games against 
Chicago on Monday and Tues- 
day. 

“We were just tiying to re¬ 
spond to the wishes of the public 
officials and protect the integ¬ 
rity of the schedule,” Dan Du¬ 
quette, the Orioles executive 
vice-president of baseball oper¬ 
ations, said in a phone interview.

James Harden scored 28 points, 
Terrence Jones had 10 of his 15 
in the fourth quarter, and the 
Houston Rockets beat the Dal¬ 
las Mavericks 103-94 on Tuesday 
night for their first playoff series 
victoiy since 2009. 

Houston won the Western 
Conference series 4-1 to advance 
to face the winner of the Clip- 
pers-Spurs series in the second 
round. 

The Rockets bounced back 
from a lacklustre performance 
in a 121-109 loss in Game 4 to 
head to the West semifinals for 
the first time since Yao Ming 
starred for Houston.

Then Jones took over, making 
a three-point play followed by a 
comer three to push it to 94-85. 

Dallas scored the next four 
points before Harden swished a 
three-pointer under heavy pres¬ 
sure to make it 97-89 with 2-1/2 


minutes left. 

Harden grabbed a steal soon 
after that and made a no-look 
pass to Jones, who dunked it, 
eliciting chants of “MVP! MVP!” 
from the crowd. 

Houston’s next basket came 


when Harden tossed a long 
pass to Jones for another slam 
to make it 101-91 with less than 
a minute left. 

Al-Farouq Aminu and J.J. Ba- 
rea were the unlikely stars that 
helped the Mavericks avoid elim¬ 


ination in Game 4. Aminu had 
14 points before fouling out in 
the fourth, but Barea was largely 
ineffective, finishing with six 
points and three turnovers. Now¬ 
itzki led Dallas with 14 rebounds, 
but Tyson Chandler had just six. 


Howard struggled offensively 
early in the fourth quarter and 
had missed two straight shots 
when he provided a defensive 
highlight by blocking a shot by 
Barea into the stands.
